Y Groups  Will  Form; 

Aim:  ‘Personal  Basis' 

A new  approach  is  being  taken  this  fall  for  the  orienta- 
tion of  all  new  students  to  BYU  campus  and  to  college  life. 

Scheduled  for  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  a new  plan  will 
divide  students  into  groups  of  20  persons  with  a student  lead- 
er to  direct  activities  of  each.  The  opening  session  will  be 
held  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  at  8 a.m.  Tuesday. 

THE  GROUP  will  discuss  current  campus  issues  and 
provide  the  students  with  information  about  the  University's 
services  and  programs  such  as  counseling,  scholarships,  hon- 
or code,  academic  standards,  tutoring,  personnel  services  and 
military  training.  The  individual  groups  will  also  take  tours 
of  the  campus. 

Formerly  students  were  divided  into  groups  of  500-600 
for  the  orientation  and  registration  process.  According  to 
Addle  Jean  Fuhriman,  faculty  chairman  of  orientation,  the 
new  method  was  tested  with  students  beginning  school  last 
spring  term. 

THE  SMALL  GROUPS  have  been  named  Y-groups  and 
are  somewhat  similar  to  the  well-known  T-groups  in  human 
"dynamics.  Y-groups  are  designed  to  give  a new  student  the 
opportunity  to  know  19  other  students  and  at  least  one  older 
student  who  has  previously  at- 
tended the  University. 

The  students  will  be  able  to 
receive  important  information  on 
a personal  basis  rather  than  from 
a lecture  as  in  previous  years. 
The  new  method  allows  for  the 
students  to  ask  questions  they 
want  and  get  information  they 
need  to  know,  Miss  Fuhriman 
noted.

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Stadium  Nears  Finish  For  Oct.  2 Premier 


c nJThe  gap  between  the  comple- 
tion of  BYU’s  new  football  sta- 
dium and  the  Cougars’  opening 
game  With  New  Mexico  contin- 
ues to  narrow  this  week  as  con- 
struction workers  labor  to  keep 
pace  with  the  schedule. 

THE  STADIUM’S  inaugural 
game  is  set  for  the  night  of  Oct. 
2,  and  a capacity  crowd  of  nearly 


30,000  is  expected  to  witness  the 
event.  '• 

The  new  “Cougar  Stadium” 
will  cost  $1,500,000  and  more  than 
$600,000  of  this  amount  has  been 
collected  from  public  donations. 
The  goal  for  the  giving  campaign 
is  $800,000.  The  remainder  of  the 
money  has  been  provided  by  the 
students  and  from  University 
building  funds. 

MUCH  OF  THE  money  for  the 


facility  has  been  raised  by  invit- 
ing patrons  to  sponsor  chair  seats 
in  the  center  section  for  $200  or 
$150  each.  On  the  back  of  each 
seat  so  sponsored,  immediately 
under  the  number,  will  be  attach- 
ed an  aluminum  plate  bearing  the 
sponsor’s  name  as  a permanent 
recognition. 


The  new  layout  will  be  com- 
plete with  lights,  public  address 
system,  restrooms,  admission 
gates,  fences,  scoreboards,  press- 
box,  ticket  booths,  concession 
stands,  dressing  rooms  and  re- 
lated facilities. 


ACCORDING  to  Dr.  Edwin  R. 
Kimball,  coordinator  of  planning 
for  the  College  of  Physical  Edu- 
cation, many  areas  of  the  stadium 
are  now  entering  the  final  phase 
of  construction. 


The  field  was  sodded  weeks 
ago  and  is  in  perfect  condition 
for  the  first  game.  Lights  are 
now  being  assembled  on  the 
ground  and  will  be  swung  into 
place  165  feet  high. 

Meanwhile,  construction  work- 
ers continued  to  work  on  projects 
immediately  under  the  stadium 
itself.  Dressing  rooms,  concession 
stands,  an  drest  roo  mfacilities 


are  all  in  various  phases  of  con- 
struction. 

Work  on  the  parking  areas  ad- 
joining the  stadium  and  the  in- 
stallation of  the  stadium’s  rubber- 
ized-asphalt track  are  also  plan- 
ned for  the  near  future.  Warm 
weather  is  needed  for  the  laying 
of  the  track,  Dr.  Kimball  pointed 
out.  The  rubberized-asphalt  track 
has  been  dubbed  the  “track  of  the 
future”  and  is  bound  to  bring 
big  district  and  national  track 
meets  to  Provo. 

The  new  stadium  will  create  a 
long-needed  big-time  sports  cen- 
ter in  Utah  County,  expected  to 
attract  national  championship 
and  exhibition  events.  It  will  have 
an  initial  seating  capacity  of  26,- 
812  with  an  ultimate  expansion 
provision  for  about  45,000.

has  saved  literally  thousands 


of  hours  in  its  speedy,  accurate 
placement  of  Bnes. 

The  machine  has  some  histori- 
cal parts.  Its  frame  is  made  of 
an  old  bed  from  a truck  that  was 
used  for  years  to  haul  band  in- 
struments. An  air  tank  used  on 
the  machine  comes  from  a one- 
time drinking  fountain  that  was 
used  to  quench  the  thirst  of  BYU 
football  players  at  games.  It  pro- 
vided brakes,  differential  and 
transmission.  A strange  assort- 
ment of  odds  and  ends  from  the 
Physical  Plant  are  also  included. 

ONCE  UPON  a time  20  men 
arrived  on  the  track  at  5 a.m.  and 
dragged  a long  timber  with  metal 
prongs  around  the  track  to 
scratch  out  where  the  lines  were 
to  go.
